But instead of sympathizing with 
the people we make every effort 
to show our good will toward, and 
solidarity with, their oppressors.

Our present Sunday School lesson 
concerns the baptism and tem pta­ 
tion of Jesus. Still presenting him 
as a king. M atthew gives regal sig- 
niiicance to . both these very im ­ 
portant events in the earthly Life of 
the Savior.
